NOVEMBER 11, 1922 
(From The Official Armistice Day Program) 


Porterville’s one celebration each year is on Armistice Day. Other 
cities have their fairs, community exhibits, and all that sort of thing, 
but Porterville saves its energy then spends it in one glorious 
celebration. 

To no particular group or clique does the day belong. The spirit 
of Armistice should be in the hearts of all Americans. Armistice Day, 
for which many died, is an occasion for all of Porterville to 
celebrate. 

THE PROGRAM: 

6:30 a.m. - Reveille; 6:45 a.m. - Breakfast; (if you can get the 
wife to cook it that early) 7:30 a.m. - Police your quarters; (better 
help the wife with this so she can get downtown early too) 8 a.m. - 
Start for the city and get primed for a grand and glorious day; 9:30 
a.m. - Bicycle race, free to all ages, all types and models of bicycles, 
but they must be ridden and not shoved. Prizes donated by Wm. 
Schortman, who has agreed to give the winner of the race a new 
bicycle if he lives to be a hundred years old. 

10:00 a.m. - Grand Parade; 11 a.m. - Old Car Race. Famous 
drivers have been secured for this event; hair-raising, thrilling, 
exciting beyond all your expectations. Under favorable conditions 
experts have predicted that new speed records will be established. 
Entries - any car, any make, of the vintage of 1909 or older - no 
horse cars allowed-- must run under their own power. Start at Main 
& Putnam. 

Noon - Chow Call - American Legion barbecue rear of Pioneer 
Hotel, roast beef, beans, bread for SOc. The American Legion 
Auxiliary will serve pies, cake, sandwiches and coffee. Every man 
entitled to seconds if he has the long green. 

2:30 p.m. - Football Game, Porterville H.S. vs Lindsay H.S.; 7:30 
p.m. - Armistice Day Address by Dr. A. William Olmstead, professor 
of commerce at the University of Southern California, topic, “The 
Test of Citizenship.” The place is in front of James Book Store on 
Main street; parking space for automobiles at Mill and Hockett and 
Mill and D, for 25c per car. Keep your machine off the streets. Put it 
in one of the parks and have your effects guarded.

A REAL thrill of early Armistice 
Day celebrations in Porterville 
was the annual old car race - the 
start and finish of the 1922 race, 
on Main street at the Pioneer 
Hotel corner, now the Security 
Pacific Bank corner - is shown in 
above photos. Race course was 
south down Main to Oak, east to 
Third, north to Putnam, west to - 
Second, north to Thurman, west 


«~ to Main, north to Morton, west 


to D, south to Cleveland, east to 
Main, and Finish. Prizes in 1922, 
were $25, first; $10, second; $5, 
third; and fourth, “better luck 
next time.” Entry was limited to 


cars of the vintage 1909 or 
earlier, which would have 
meant more smoke, sound, and 
fury than actual speed. But as 
the years went by, the old cars 
were “souped up’ more and 
more, until the speed they 
attained surpassed the ability of 
the cars to withstand the strain, 
and even with baled hay stacked 
at the corners of the course, the 
danger became too great, what 
with spectators crowding out 
into the street, and along about 
1927 or ‘28, the race was 
discontinued.

Then he grinned that cannibal 
grin, and the professor pulled 
away as he sized up the 
individual before him. 

The ex-cannibal is anything 
but an attractive appearing 
being. A bath and a new suit of 
clothing might add to his 
appearance, but that. isn’t in 
cannibal style. In fact, he is 
dressed up compared to what he 
used to wear on the Island of 
Hayti where, in the year 1881, 
he helped. kill and eat the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas, a missionary. 

David Swackhammer is now a 
traveling lecturer. He claims to 
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have been converted to the 
Christian faith right after he had 
a few meals off Dr. Thomas. He 
was then 12 years of age and at 
present he is endeavoring to 
make enough to complete his 
education in America. He will 
deliver a free lecture tonight on 
his early days with the cannibal 
tribes of Hayti. : 

David is well educated and his 
lectures are said to be quite 
interesting. He isa 
cannibal-that-was, his ideas 
today being quite to the 
contrary, it being his desire to 
help his people break away from 
their barbaric grounds. 

David explained that usual 
cannibal method of cooking a 
white man is to hang him over a 
large caldron of boiling water 
until thoroughly cooked. He is 
then placed in another caldron 
filled with coconut milk and 
served to the diners. He says 
there are at least 7,500 cannibals 
on the island of Hayti at present.

But Hayti is not so. bad these 
days as one might think. “I have 
some excerpts from the 


_ constitution of Hayti,” said the 


ex-cannibal, ‘“‘and I really believe 
there are some features which 
this country of America can 
profit by. For instance, I noticed 
young girls on the streets late at 
night in Porterville.” 

Excerpts quoted from the 
constitution show that in Hayti 
there are no pool rooms or 
cheap theaters. Boys or girls are 
not allowed on the street after 9 
o’clock unless accompanied by 
parents; immoral and indecent 
pictures are not allowed to 
adorn saloons or any public 
place. Saloons are not allowed to 
paint their windows, and no 
chairs or tables are permitted. 
Treating is absolutely forbidden. 

Children are severely 
punished for using vulgar or 
profane language. Public officers 
who graft or fail to do their duty 
are expected to summarily resign

The 
indoor meeting was attended by 
over 300 people. 


APRIL 13, 1894

A PRAISEWORTHY MOVE 
TO IMPROVE MAIN ST. 


DECEMBER 25, 1903 


PORTERVILLE — Another 
city improvement is about to be 
inaugurated and that is the 
grading of Main street from the 
north side of the Porter slough 
bridge to the schoolhouse, and 
at the same time the putting in 
of sidewalks of uniform size, 
width, and height. 

To City Trustee Larson, the 
city street superintendent, is due 
the credit for the first step in 
this laudable direction, for if 
anything be necessary to aid the 
general appearance of Main 
street, uniform sidewalks and a 
level street are needed. 

Monday evening at the 
regular meeting of city trustees, 
Trustee Larson introduced the 
following motion: which was 
quickly seconded by Trustee 
Ackerman and carried 
unanimously, which showed that 
the trustees one and all are in 
full accord with the idea that a 
start must be made to improve 
the streets and sidewalks in 
Porterville, and as an incentive 
Main street will be the first to be 
newly dressed and equipped and 
no doubt others will in time be 
similarly dealt with. 

Trustee Larson’s motion was 
that the necessary proceedings 
be commenced by resolution or 
otherwise to grade Main street, 
from the north end to the Porter 
Slough bridge, to the official 


grade, that the said street be ' 


curbed with granite or cement 
curbing on each side from the 
south curb line of Cleveland 
street to north end of Porter 
Slough bridge, said curbing to be 
turned at corners to a line with 
buildings on Main street. 

That closed gutters be put 
where necessary and _ that 
sidewalks 12 feet wide be laid on

Library by five taxpayers signing 


an agreement holding themselves 
responsible for the safe return of 
the books in good condition. 

The signers to the agreement 
are Wilko Mentz, J.H. James, 
C.N. Flanders, J.H. Williams and 
A.M. Lumley, whose identity 
and responsibility will be 
certified to by the superior judge 
of the county. 

T.D. Mansfield has been 
appointed by the association to 
represent it in all dealings with 
the state library; the library, 
consisting of 50 volumes, will be 
forthcoming. 

Before, however, application 
is made, a subscription. list will 
be circulated asking for members 
who will pay one dollar down 
and 50 cents a month toward 
keeping up a free library. 

Such an institution is badly

IN ISSUES OF THE DAY BACK IN 1922

Student involvement in issues 
of the times is nothing new, even 
though students in each 
generation, as they discover that 
they live in a world full of 
problems, issues, challenges and 
satisfactions, tend to feel they 
are the first to make such a 
discovery and theirs is the first 
student generation to “get 
involved.”

The hotels were all neatly 
decorated with evergreens etc., 
the Pioneer hotel dining room 
being hung with Japanese 
lanterns, and the walls were 
decorated with old Xmas and 
New Year’s ‘legends in gold 
tinsel, amidst which 
surroundings the guests enjoyed 
a most recherche dinner at 6 
p.m. 

A special feature of the 
dining room at the Porterville 
House was a large cluster of 
mistletoe suspended from the 
arched roof of the ladies 
entrance. 

SANTA CLAUS COMES 

On Tuesday evening the 
children of the C.P.. Sunday 
School received their first visit 
from Santa Claus. All through 
the day the teachers of the 
classes busied themselves with 
the numerous presents that 
flowed into the old school house 
by fixing them to the branches 
of a large fir tree, and when the 
expectant little ones put in an 
appearance in the evening, the 
fine sight of a large. tree 
containing over two hundred 


packets of candy and toys, and 
illuminated by a _ hundred 
candles, greeted their eyes. : 

At 7 o’clock, by which time 
the school room was crowded 
with children and: adults, the 
Rev. J.T. Jopling gave the signal 
for the proceedings to 
commence, and the church choir 
sang ‘‘Ring The Bells Of 
Heaven.” The assembly was then 
led in prayer by W.R. Crawford, 
then Santa Claus, impersonated 
by H.F. Brey, came in from 
behind the great tree, his 
approach being heralded by a 
blast from his own trumpet. 

THE GHOSTLY DANCE 

On Christmas night the K. Of 
P. hall presented a very awesome 
and spiritlike aspect for awhile 
as the masqueraders at the Sheet 
and Pillowcase ball. certainly 
looked very peculiar, to say the 
least. 

This pleasantry having 
suggested itself to the subtle 
minds of the proprietors of the 
Porterville House some time 
back, they had put it into 
execution by advertising it ‘to 
wind up the daily festivities, and 
although the weather has been 
against dances for some time 
past, there was a fair attendance 
and about 50 couples paraded in 
the grand march, their 
appearance reminding one very 
forcibly of the old Spanish 
Inquisition, with their bodies 
draped in long white sheets, 
their faces masked and their 
heads surmounted by a conical 
shaped cap, but this costume did 
not remain popular very long as 
the heat asserted itself to such 
effect that the calico was 
discarded and dancing was 
continued in ordinary garb. 
Supper was served at midnight 
then dancing recommenced and 
was kept up until about 2:30.

HOUSED PORTERVILLE BOYS’ CLUB 


OCTOBER 19, 1972 


PORTERVILLE — First 
boys’ club in Porterville was set 
up in a shed at the rear of the 
Congregational church in the 
early 1890s, according to notes 
written by Pastor J.A. Milligan 
on the back of the old photo of 
the church, page 15, section 2, 
of this issue of The Farm 
Tribune. (Incidentally, date of 
the old photo is 1900, not 1908 
as we erred in the caption.) 

“This picture shows Violet 
(Violet Milligan Bigham) and our 
old dog, Snider, on the front 
porch of the parsonage. The 
sheds showing at the rear of the 
church were later enclosed and 
used as a gymnasium. J.H. 
Williams furnished the money 


and the pastor (J.A. Milligan) 
did the work. The Porterville 
Athletic club had their 
headquarters here until the 
building of the new 
Congregational church, with 
institutional features, in 1908.” 

Church in the old photo was 
originally the Presbyterian 
church, which was purchased by 
the Congregationalists in 1891. 
The old parsonage was built in 
1897.

Grape Season 
Near End With 
Production Down 


OCTOBER 19, 1972 


SACRAMENTO — Forecast 
for all California grapes remains 
at 2,320,000 tons. Raisin variety 
grapes are estimated to be 
1,450,000 tons, 37 percent 
below last year’s crop of 
2,317,000 tons. Table variety 
grapes remain at 300,000 tons, 
33 percent lower than last year’s 
crop of 448,000 tons. Wine 
variety grapes continue at 
570,000 tons, 26 percent below 
last. year’s production of 
769,000 tons. 

Raisin grape harvest was 
complete early in September 
with most of the crop being 
rolled, boxed and delivered to 
handlers by October. Rain has 
caused some mold and decay to 
show. Picking of Calmerias, 
Almerias, Emperors and a few 
Ribiers and Tokays will continue 
for shipping to fresh markets.
